States now holds the record of “fur­ 
thest 
north,” 87 degrees 6 minutes. 
This feat was accomplished by Com­ 
mander Robert E. Peary of the United 
States navy. 
The Intrepid Arctic ex­ 
plorer failed to reach the North Pole, 
as ho had confidently hoped to do with 
his specially constructed vessel, tho 
Roosevelt, hut he penetrated nearer 
to the pole than the Duke of Abruzzi’s 
expedition, which held the Arctic rec­ 
ord, Sd degrees 34 minutes. 
W hat Commander Peary did and his 
experiences during the past year in 
the frozen North are rather briefly 
but certainly vividly summarized in a 
communication received by H erbert L. 
Bridgman, 
secretary 
of 
tho 
Peary 
Arctic club. 
This communication fol­ 
lows: 
“Hopedale, 
Labrador, via 
Twilin- 
gate, N. F., Nov. 2.—Roosevelt win­ 
tered north coast Grant Land, some­

the message spoke for itself and that 
since he did not know more of the re­ 
sults of Commander Peary’s effort to 
reach the pole than the public did he 
could Ii a’Ally comment upon the d s- 
patch. 
There was little doubt, how­ 
ever, he said, that Commander Peary 
was coming home. 
This seems to he 
borne out by the routing of the dis­ 
patch. 
Hopedale or Hoffenthal is a vlovn- 
vian mission station on the east cc ast 
of Labrador. 
Twilingate is a port on 
the east coast of New Foundlaud. Mr. 
Bridgman said the message was prob­

from Hopedale to the most accessible 
cable point. 


Left New York Over a Year Ago. 


Commander Peary’s polar steamship, 
the Roosevelt, left New York on lier 
Journey in search of the North Pole 
July IG, 1005. 
The vessel, for which 
funds were furnished by the Arctic 
club of New York, was designed by 
Naval Architect W. A. W inant par­ 
ticularly for Arctic exploration. 
She 
eoct. about $100,000. 
The 
Roosevelt 
had a crew of twenty men under Cap­ 
tain Bartlett. 
Commander Peary did 
not go with the ship from New York. 
but joined her later at Sydney, Cape 
Breton, where she took on coal and 
additional 
supplies. 
Tile 
Roosevelt 
left Sydney July 26. 
She was next re­ 
ported ct Domino, Labrador, July 20, 
from which point she crossed to Green­ 
land. 
The vessel passed Cape York 
Aug. 7 and roached Utah, North Green­ 
land, Aug. 16. 
The expedition’s auxil- 
ary se amer Erik in the meantime had 
visited various settlem ents In Green­ 
land and secured twenty-three natives 
and about 200 dogs and turned them 
over to the 
Roosevelt Aug. 13.

overhauled her 
machinery, took on board the last sup­ 
ply of coal from the Erik and thence 
proceeded north. 
When nothing had been heard from 
the Roosevelt by last July friends of 
the Arctic explorer who had expected 
a message of some kind in May or 
June began to be worried.

shared by the members of the Peary 
Arctic club, who then said they did 
not expect to h e r from Peary until 
October 
or 
November. 
It was ex­ 
plained that his only way of getting 
news down from the North was by 
whaling ships.

1 la nu cd to have his head­ 
quarters 350 miles north of Cape Sa­ 
bine. 
From that point ho planned to 
make his actual Journey to the Pole, 
a distance of KOO miles, across a desert 
of ice and snow. 
This final dash he 


expected to accomplish in a month or 
six weeks. 
Before ho left New York, Command­ 
er Peary expressed confidence in the 
venture. 
He explained that nearly all 
tho men accompanying him were mem­ 
bers of former Arctic expeditions and 
thoroughly familiar with the work. 
Asked what good it would do if he 
found the Pole Mr. Peary said: 
“It 
will open up three million square miles 
of absolutely unknown 
regions that 
have been separated from the rest of 
the world for countless ages.” 
The previous record for the point, 
nearest t h e pole was made by Captain 
Cagui of I he Duke of Abruzzi’s Italian 
expedition, who r e a c h e d 
8 6 .3 4 north, 
or within 2 3 7 statute miles of the pole.

The Department in Washington Has Made 


Two Changes in Regard to the 


Indian Reservations 


Washington, Nov.‘2. 
Secretary Hitch­ 
cock has ordered two important changes 
affecting the administration of affairs 
on both the Indian reservations in Min­ 
nesota. 
At White Earth tho status of 
Simon Michelet, the agent, is changed 
to bonded superintendent, and at Leech 
Lake the northern part of the rescrva 
tion is taken from Agent Prater's juris­ 
diction and pu: in charge of Earl 
W 
Allen, bonded superintendent of the Red 
Lake school. 
The change at White Earth has been 
under consideration for some time. For 
the past year there 
has been friction 
between Michelet and the superintend­ 
ent of schools at that agency, which in 
terfered materially with tho transaction 
of public business. 
Two plans were 
under consideration—one to place the 
schools in charge of the superintendent, 
with absolute authority, in dependent of 
tho agent, and the other to change Mi­ 
chelet’s rank from agent to bonded su 
perintendent. 
It was finally decided to 
place authority over the agency and 
schools in the hands of one man, arid Mi 
chelet will in tho future hove entire 
charge of everything on tho reserva­ 
tion, with tho present superintendent 
as an assistant of schools under him. 
Tho change at 
Leech Lake 
was 
brought about because of the great dis­ 
tance of tho Red Lake reservation from 
tho Leech Lake agency, and the diffi- 
culty in administering affairs in that 
part of Leech Lake reservation. 
Supt. 
Allen will have independent jurisdiction, 
and will be responsible to the Indian 
bureau, and not to Agent Frater. 
The secretary’s action in regard to 
Michelet means the end of the tight 
which has been made on that official for 
about two years.

Washington, Nov. 3. -T h e accident 
bulletin issued by the interstate com­ 
merce commission for the three months 
ended June 30, 1906, shows tho total 
number of casualties to passengers and 
employes while on duty to be 16,937, as 
against 18,296 reported in the preceed 
ing three months. 
The number of passengers and em 
ployes killed in train accidents was 194, 
as against 274 reported in the preceding 
three months. 
The total number of col 
lisions and derailments was 3,103, of 
which 173 collisions and 153 derailments 
affected passenger trains.
